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Eye On The Ball 
Chances are that when the p residential cam­ 
p aigns gather momentum after Labor Day there 
will be less interest than there is now in con­ 
gressional contests. 
Here is On asp ect of remote-control cam­ 
p aigning which is hav ing a bad effect. 
With 
more and more p op ular attention comma^Jed 
by the head of the ticket, candidates for the 
Senate, House of Rep resentativ es and gov er­ 
norship s are being ignored. 
In 19 43, Harry Truman made a sensational 
camp aign to win the p residency , carry ing ma­ 
jorities in both houses of Congress with him. 
But President Trum an’s majority since 19 48 has 
been nominal, not actual. He has lacked v otes 
to p ut through a legislativ e p rogram. 
This is why the CIO and AFL will sp end 
millions this y ear to defeat congressional can­ 
didates who cannot be counted on to take or­ 
ders without question from union p oliticians. 
They are hop ing to gain control of Cngress 
while p ublic attention is riv eted on the contest 
between Eisenhower and Stev enson. 
Their strategy is not far-fetched. The nex t 
President, like all his p redecessors, will be no 
stronger than Congress will p ermit him to be. 
Franklin D. Roosev elt, the four-termer, was 
effectual only for the first two terms, when 
Congress was p rep onderantly in his fav or. 
For the nex t two and a half months while 
national p olitics holds the center of the stage, 
it will be easy to forget who is running for rep ­ 
resentativ e and senator. But the CIO and AFL 
will not forget. 
They will keep their ey e on 
the ball, hop ing thereby to g^t control of the 
game. 


Costless Expansion 
A rep ort circulating in Washington say s the 
forced-ex p ansion crowd is ready to turn the 
heat on manufacturers again. 
This is the same crow'd which has been y ap ­ 
p ing at the steel industry . By a curious quirk 
of inv erted logic, some of its members used to 
y ap that industry was ov er-ex p anded and should 
get rid of its marginal p lants. 
If there now is to be another ordeal by 
bureaucratic y ap p ing, it would seem to be im­ 
p ortant at this time to bear two facts in mind. 
One is the fact the ov ertax ed p ublic has no 
tolerance for gov ernment-financed p lants to in­ 
crease outp ut in lines where shortage is sup ­ 
p osed to ex ist. 
Priv ate cap ital would jump at 
a chance to make a p rofit in any field which 
has not been ruined by bad tax laws. Fix 
the tax laws. 
Keep thme gov ernment out of 
business. 
Encourage its citizens to get into 
business. 
The other fact to bear in mind when Wash­ 
ington begins to talk about stimulating p roduc­ 
tion is p ainfully close to sev eral million Ameri­ 
cans p enalized by the steel strike. It is giim- 
ly ev ident in rep orts on earnings and p roduc­ 
tion not only in steel but in related industries. 
If the p roductiv e cap acity now in ex istence 
were not cancelled p eriodically by strikes, 
there would not ev en be an ex cuse for the 
forced-ex p ansion crow'd in Washington to taik 
about comp eting with the gov ernment’s own 
tax p ay ers. 


One- Way Traffic In Paradise 
Ev er - increasing p recautions to keep the 
Russian border from being crossed become ev er 
clearer reminders that the border traffic runs 
only one way —from the inside out. 
There is not a single case on record of any 
non-Russian breaking into the Sov iet Union or 
its satellite countries to taste the rare delights 
of life under one-p arty dictatorship . 
That strip of p lowed ground raked fine 
which runs for hundreds of miles along the 
western border is not there to keep Europ eans 
from running away to join Stalin's p olitical and 
economic p aradise. 
The guards who were out-maneuv ered by 
the Oly mp ic p istol champ ion from Czechoslo­ 
v akia in order to escap e from Communist ty ran­ 
ny were not assigned to the Oly mp ic games to 
ward off conv erts. 
It was the custom y ears ago when home­ 
grown Communists ex tolled the glories of Rus­ 
sia’s ex p eriment to suggest that they go there 
If they didn’t like it here. They nev er acted 
on the suggestion. 
Yet, with no comp arable suggestion to sp ur 
them on, millions of Russians and other p oliti­ 
cal cap tiv es of the dictatorship wabl to leav e; 
tens of thousands hav e run away at the risk of 
losing their liv es. 
The Communist dictatorship has more to 
fear from the op p osition of human nature than 
it has to fear from the op p osition of other gov ­ 
ernments.

“ UNDER THE LAW. gamblers 
must buy federal gambling tax 
stamp s and p ay a tax of 10 p er­ 
cent of their gross ‘take.’ 
“Figures 
on 
the 
collections 
through July were issued today by 
Ernest C. Wright, district* com­ 
missioner of internal rev enue. 
“They show a p attern of steady 
growth in gambling activ ities since 
the law went into effect. 
“The tax is collected 30 day s 
after the month in which it ac­ 
crued. Collections 
rose from 
a 
meager $3,313 at the outset last 
December to a p eak of $19 8,89 2 
in July . 
“ Projected for a full 12-month 
p eriod, Wright said the figures in­ 
dicate gambling activ ity at almost 
a $25,000,000 rate. 
“ Informed sources believ ed the 
actual gambling ‘take’ is higher, 
howev er, because many gamblers 
hav e dodged the tax .” 
May be if some of the moeny the 
gamblers take could go into tax es 
or into p roductiv e businesses, Illi­ 
nois wouldn’t be op erating in the 
“red.” 


MOST OF THE states of the 
union are op erating in the black,

General Brad­ 
ley say s candidly : 
“Being unfamiliar with p olitical 
matters, it nev er occurred to me 
that the timing of notification 
might become an issue, or I would 
hav e gotten touch with General 
Eisenhower immediately after my 
conv ersation with the President.” 
Any body who 
knows General 
Bradley will attest to the sin­ 
cerity of his statement, but it does 
show* that all'the p ersons who are 
p lay ing a p art in the p olitical 
scene are not being “briefed” on 
w?hat’s harmful to the “security ” 
of the Democratic Party . May be 
the district commissioner of inter­ 
nal rev enue should Mav e been 
“briefed,” too, so he wouldn’t let 
out such a damaging statement

What' s A Dollar Worth?

Any way , folks, y ou sav e food money when 
Junior acts up just before dinner time and sp oils 
y our ap p etite. 


It’s considered good luck to p ick up a p in— 
unless y ou do it with a shoe that has a hole in it. 


Before answering the question, 
“ What’s a dollar worth?” it is im­ 
p ortant to know whati basis of com­ 
p arison is being used. 
Much dep ends, too, on whether 
y ou are the head of a family using 
the dollar for family subsistence, 
or are a businessman using it for 
raw materials and other sup p lies. 
It dep ends also on where y ou liv e. 
And it could dep end on whether 
y ou own y our own home or p ay 
rent, and on whether y ou p roduce, 
y ourself, some or most of the food 
consumed by y our family . 
If for comp arison y ou go all the 
way back to 19 39 , when World War 
II broke out, and» if y ou are using 
the dollar for family subsistence 
and liv e in a large city on a mod­ 
erate income, y our dollar today is 
worth about 52 cents. 
For food it is worth 41 cents; 
for wearing ap p arel 50 cents; for 
rent 74 cents; and for gas and elec­ 
tricity $1.00. 
If y ou liv e on a farm, or some 
other p lace where y ou hav e a v eg­ 
etable garden and may be raise 
chickens, and hence sp end on food 
a smaller p rop ortion of y our in­ 
come than the large-city dweller 
sp ends of his income, y our dollar 
will be w'orth more than 52 cents S 
of the 19 39 dollar. It might be 
worth a little more, too, if y ou 
liv e in a small town, wrhere rents 
and some food items are ap t to 
be lower than in a large city . 
If y ou own y our own home, y our 
dollar may or may not be wrorth 
more, as comp ared to the 1939 
dollar, than the dollar of the av er­ 
age city fellow who p ay s rent. It 
could dep end on whether y ou heat­ 
ed by coal, gas, or fuel oil, and on 
whether y ou had to make rep airs 
frequently . 


Questions and Answers 
Q—How* did the alliance between 
Germany and Italy come to be 
called the Ax is? 
A—Ax is was the name giv en to 
the 19 36 alliance between Ger­ 
many and Italy . It 
was 
often 
called the Rome-Berlin Ax is, to 
suggest that all Europ e rotated 
about an imaginary line between 
Rome and Berlin. 
Q—Were there two Jack Demp ­ 
sey s in the history of box ing? 
A—Yes. The first one was mid­ 
dleweight champ ion from 1884 to 
189 1. He fought under the name 
of Jack Demp sey , “the Nonp areil.” 
Q—Does the free end of a ba­ 
nana p oint up ward or dowmw’ard 
when it Is growing? 
A—Bananas grow* up ward on the 
p lant. In stores the bunches are 
usually hung up side dow*n so that 
they can be cut easily . 
Q—About how* far back do the 
Niagara Falls mov e ev ery y ear? 
A—The ledge of Hoseshoe Falls 
is being worn away at the rate of 
about three feet a y ear. The cut­ 
ting away at the American Falls 
is much slower, the rock bed mov ­ 
ing back about four to sev en inch­ 
es a y ear. 
Q—Does asp irin help to p reserv e 
cut flowers? 
A—No. Tests hav e shown that it 
has no such effect. 
Q—What country inaugurated an 
old-age p ension p rogram? 
A—Germany in 1889 . 


Rents on the av erage hav e gone 
up 36 p er cent in large cities since 
19 39 . Fuel oil, building materials, 
including p lumbing sup p lies, and 
the wages of building labor hav e 
gone up more than th a t So hav e 
p rop erty tax es in some areas. 
But if y ou go back to August, 
19 45, when World War II ended, 
y our dollar today is worth, for con­ 
sumer p urchases by moderate-in- 
come families in large cities, about 
67 cents of the dollar in August, 
19 45. If y ou go back to June, 19 50, 
when the war in Korea broke out, 
y our consumer-p urchase dollar in 
large cities is worth about 89 cents 
of the dollar then. 
This creep ing p rice inflation has 
of course hit hardest those p ersons 
on a fix ed imcome from annuities, 
or p ensions, or trust funds‘inv est­ 
ed in bonds or p referred stocks. 
They receiv e the same number of 
dollars as when the dollar was 
worth more. 
As for wage-earners—the av er­ 
age p roduction worker in manu­ 
facturing establishments gets week­ 
ly earnings today that are a little 
more than 50 p er cent higher than 
in 19 39 in terms of the 19 39 dollar. 
But this takes no account of in­ 
come and social security 
tax es 
lev ied against his earnings. 
After tax es, his earnings in 19 39 
dollars are now about 25 p er cent 
higher (if he has no dep endents) 
than in 19 39 . Then if we go bank, 
not to 19 39 . but to 19 45 or 19 50, the 
av erage p roduction 
worker 
i n 
manufacturing, with or without de­ 
p endents, is getting in 1952 ap p rox ­ 
imately the same weekly earnings, 
after tax es and in terms of the 
19 39 dollar, as is 19 45 or 19 50.

conv icted. 
Similarly , Senator Joe McCar­ 
thy ’s charges and counter-charges 
seemed to many fantastic and out­ 
rageous. 
To such who distrusted 
McCarthy , he was accusing hon­ 
orable and good p eop le whose only 
crime might hav e been mistaken 
judgment. 
Yet, when all the ev idence taken 
by the McCarran committee 
is 
read, Joe McCarthy ’s v arious state­ 
ments are mild comp ared with the 
actual confessions of the p ersons 
inv olv ed in the affairs of the In­ 
stitute of Pacific Relations. 
It is 
ev en p ossible to say now that Mc­ 
Carthy ’s error was not the accu­ 
sations he made but the mildness 
of them. Those who hav e not the 
time to read the 14 v olumes of tes­ 
timony but who want to know the 
facts, ought to obtain the final re­ 
p ort of the McCarran committee 
on its inv estigation into the affairs 
of the Institute of Pacific Rela­ 
tions. 
The Pan Pacific Trade Union 
wras an organization with which I 
had considerable familiarity when 
I liv ed in the Far East.

founded in 19 27 with the object of 
destroy ing the Nationalist gov ern­ 
ment and of using China as the 
sp ringboard for the world rev olu­ 
tion.

THE BEST account I hav e seen 
of that organization’s history ap ­ 
p ears in Ralp h De Toledano’s new* 
book, “Sp ies, Dup es and Dip lo­ 
mats,” and I wish to make the 
p oint that if De Toledano has the 
facts, as he has. the State Dep art­ 
ment, with all its facilities, cannot 
p lead ignorance. 
Earl Browder was in Shanghai 
in 19 27, not as an American Com­ 
munist, but as rep resentativ e of 
an international force for esp ion­ 
age. agitation and rev olution. 
He 
headed the Pan Pacific Trade Un­ 
ion Secretariat. He was rep laced 
in 19 29 by Gerhart Eisler. I want 
to emp hasize the name of Gerhart 
Eisler, because subsequent to 19 29 , 
Eisler was admitted to the United 
States under ex cellent ausp ices 
and w*as giv en not only asy lum in 
this country but the op p ortunity to 
do great mischief, as the chief 
Sov iet commissar in America. 
De Toledano giv es the succes­ 
sion of leadership of the Pan Pa­ 
cific Trade Union as follows; 
“ . . . . Eisler was rep laced by 
another German, Arthur Ewert, 
who ev entually landed in a Brazil­ 
ian p rison as a clandestine leader 


<of the abortiv e communist p utsch 
of 19 35. 
Ewert’s successor was 
Eugene Dennis, using the alias 
Paul Walsh. . . .” 
Eugene Dennis succeeded Earl 
Browder as secretary general of 
the American communist p arty . He 
was tried at Foley Square, con­ 
v icted and is now in p rison. 
It is interesting to note how many 
of the Sov iet agents who worked 
in America also had worked in 
China. It is to be noted that when 
Sumner Wells conducted a corres­ 
p ondence with Earl Browder on 
the subject of our Far 
Eastern 
p olicy , he could not hav e been 
without access to knowledge as to 
Browder’s p rior career. 


THE ADVANTAGE of such books 
as Ralp h De Toledano’s is not so 
much their sty le, to which so many 
rev iewers dev ote themselv es, but 
rather that they bring together un­ 
der cov ers data which arc av ail­ 
able to our officials but not to our 
p eop le. 
Because the data were 
lost in mountainous rep orts of 
hearings or hidden in official docu­ 
ments, or ev en p ublished in sum­ 
mary in newsp ap ers, the p ublic 
either did not hav e the facts, failed 
to recognize their significance, or, 
hav ing seem something they for­ 
got what it was. 
For instance, the Lattimore story 
was fully rep orted; y et there were 
many , and still are, who hav e ac­ 
cep ted his audacious defenses and 
accusations in p reference to the 
official findings of those who hav e 
delv ed into his career. 
Howev er, 
that will soon be cleared up and 
settled one way or the other.

The^e were 17 of 
these born, and 
only one failed to 
surv iv e. All 
this with 
only 
12 
mothers, 
6 little 
more 
than 
lambs, themselv es. If 
arithmetic 
help s any , there were 5 p airs of 
twins, making 10 lambs. Six sin­ 
gles, with one lamb born dead, 
made a total of 17. 
Ap p arently the most interesting 
thing about sheep to those who 
nev er hav e seen them close up is 
the wool. For 
some 
reason 
it 
seems incredible to p eop le who 
nev er thought about it before that 
the wool can be remov ed once a 
y ear and will grow back again. 
The only incredible thing about it 
is that the sheep do not die from 
the heat because the most rap id 
growth of wool occurs in the hot­ 
test p art of the summer, right 
after the sheep hav e been shorn. 
That is why last sp ring’s lambs 
do not look like lambs any more. 
From a distance, they look ex actly 
like their mothers but only about 
75 p er cent as large. This is the 
illusion created by some three in­ 
ches of wool which makes them 
look almost half again as large as 
they really are. The only reliable 
indication of their size is the size 
of their heads, which in Chev iots 
is not cov ered with wool but with 
white hair. 
The nex t most interesting thing 
about sheep to strangers—and this 
may be incredible to sheep farm­ 
ers—is that the flock at the Twil- 
lery requires no water in summer­ 
time. In the three summers that 
fresh water has been p rov ided for 


house hav e been butted down to 
size at v arious times by ewes with 
lambs be their sides, or by ewes 
which took a dim v iew of dogs. Not 
only are the sheep accustomed to 
dogs; they are not afraid of the 
dogs they are accustomed to. 
Besides, there comes# a time in 
the life of ev en a sheep when run­ 
ning away from fear does not seem 
to be worth the effort. Last sp ring’s 
lambs still scamp er at the slight­ 
est p rov acation, but their mothers 
can not see the p ercentage any 
more in being skittish. 
One more thing and this rep ort 
on the Twillery lambs is up to 
date. A v eterinarian was called in 
last sp ring to cut off their remov ­ 
able ap p urtenances. His work has 
p rov ed infinitely sup erior to the 
homemade jobs done p rev iously . 
There are no lambs among his 
“p atients” with half-grown tails. 
“Why do y ou hav e sheep ?” is 
still a frequent question. The an­ 
swer changeth not. It ith thtill the 
thame—the theep eat the grath, 
being the 
equiv alent of 28 lawn 
mowerth requiring no gatholine, no 
th top p ing, no thquatting, no thquint- 
ing and no thwearing. Not to men­ 
tion wool, which the Lord giv eth 
and the man with the electric hoot- 
nanny taketh away .
